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Andrew Johmson’s Plan of Revolution.
W= published yesterday, from ths Washing-
ton correspondence of the New York Herald,
what purports to be Andrew Johnson’s plan
for precipitating & revolution. Under ordi-
nary ciroumstances thess outgivings would
hardly be worthy of attention, but at the pre-
gent time they so clearly coincide with the
goneral tenor of Mr. Johnson's acts, that it
may safely be assumed that the plan in ques-
tion, if not already determined on, is thrown
ont a3 & feeler to gee what responss it would
be likely to meet with from the people.

It starta out with the extraordinary assump-
tion that the President ls entitled to jndge of
the oonstitutionality of the laws passed by
Congreas, and that be is mnot obliged to exe-
oute any law which he déems te be unconsti-
tutional. It is one of the ominoussigns of the
times, that a dootrine so inherently absurd as
this, so opposed to the letter and the spirit of
the Consatitution, and se at war with the fan-
damental ideas of our form of governmont,
ghould for a moment be ascribed to the Presi-
dent by any of his friends. Of course guoch a
construotion would at once change the oharao-

tor of the President from the exeoutive of a
republic to that of an absolute monarch. No
laws oonld be put in operation exoept such as
His veto would
sgainst the unanimous

he saw fit to execute.
becoms positive,
wvolos of the representatives of the people.
Thers would be no need of a judioiary to de-
cide upon the constitutionality of laws, beoause
that funotion Wonld be assumed by the Presi-
dent. He would be the supreme power in
the Government. Whatsver laws did not auit
him he wounld decide to be uncounstitntional,
and there would be no appeal from his deci-
sion. Ha would take the statute-books of the
nation, go through them, and expunge such
a8 did not suit him. The ground of unconsti-
tutionality covers everything. The Conatitu-
tiom, in that event, would be practically the
Presidant’s will.

In socordance with this theory, President
Johmpon holds, in the second place, that he is
the sole judge of what constitutes impeach-
able offenses on the part of the President. In
other words, although the Constitution ex-
proasly provides that the President, and all
the officers of the Government, may be im-
_peached and removed for ‘‘treason, bribery,
or other high orimes and misdemeanors,” and
makes the Senate the high court for the trial
of these cases, Mr. Johnson assumes that the
President himself is to decide whether or not
he has committed an impeachabls offense !
And he volunteers to tell us that the refusa|
to execute the laws of the land is mot such a
‘‘misdemeanor’’ as can be made the ground of
fmpeachment and removal. Of course, no
President would ever acknowledge that he
had committed an impeachable offense; so
that the power of impeachment and removal,
which was intended by the framers of the
Constitution as the final grand remedy of the
pation for crimes and misdemeanors on the

" part of its officers,*becomes, 5o far as the
President is concerned, a mere myth.

The final tonch is put upon this mad schems
by the assertion that if Congress does not acceds
to this transformation of the President into a
king, and shall proceed to the execution of its
regular powers under the Constitution, Mr.
Johnson will at onoe assams the power of pro-
roguing Congress and ordering the election of
a new one. This Is after the kingly fashion
of proroguing Parllaments when thay becoms
intractable and obnoxious to the sovereigu.
But what if, after having got Congress out of
the way, Mr. Johnaon should conclude that it
was not best to call another one! Buppose a
new one assembled to prove as intractable as
the present one, are we to have that proroguad
too?

Language is not neaded to brand such a
scheme us this in the eyes of every Amerioan
citizen. Of course, it is simple revolution, the
coup d'dtat of & usurper—the total overthrow
of the Government. If Mr. Johnson is 50 de-
mented as to suppose that snch a scheme
would receive any countenance or endorse-
ment from the masses of the people, we simply
pity theman, The most popular and power-

fal President that we have ever had wonld
have been s madmsn to nundertake such a
revolution. If the American people slall
ever choose & king or submit to o dictator,

Andrew Johnson will not be the man.

Incredible a8 thia atrocious programme is,
it Is gravely put foeth by the President's
frionds, and is really the gnly logioal termi-
nation of the course he 15 ngy pursuing.

A rLevorny advertisement in one of our morn-
ing ocontemporaries, signed W. C. Bwann, M.
D., impressed us with the idea that the Dooto,
had invented some “‘Sea Shell Tonio," “Utah
Balsam," or “Infallible Lotion," and that the
merits of his discovery were being laid befors
a long-sufforing public in a rather verbone
form. A oloser inapection, however, revealed
to us that the medicing desoribed was not in-
tended for a physioal, but a political use, and
that what wa firat mistook for minute direc-
tions as to the application of the salve, was
really a picture of the present unhappy condi-
tion of the body politic. The preseription
given is a rather unususl one, for, whila all
the ilis are carefully set forth, we do not have
any adequate remedy suggested, unnless the
invitation to “"come to our meetings'' (looa
tion unknown) may be recelved as a remedy.
Now, whatever may be Dr. Swann's ability as
a medicine man, he certainly was not intended
as a rival to Hamilton or Jefferson in the
production of State papers. The doonment
before us is an extremely peouliar one, and
after reading it we can only say with Weller,
““There's richness."’
The first thing that strikes us s that
although the address is in the ploral and the
“ge' and “us’ maintained throughout, yet
it seems to be the sole emanation of Dr.
Swann. In all political manifestoss whiok
we have ever seen, except the “‘alarms’ of
Colorado Jewett or George Francis Train, the
sacrotaries as well as the chairman signed,
but here Dr. Swann rules supreme. We
really thought that the Johnson party was
larger than that. Woe never dreamt that it
oould mot boast of three seoretaries. The
Doctor may be proud of hia poaition, for he
resembles the boy who boasted of being No.
21in his class, but he was obliged to confeas
that the class consisted of “me and another
boy." He seems to be literally monarch of all
bie surveys in politics.
Having no ons to please but himsalf, e has
drawn up an address which will doubtless
please no ona except the oconstituents whom
ke had to consult. He commences with the
conundrum, “What lowering and gloomy
clouds envelope us as a nation!" and, like
the Sphynx, leaves ustosolve the riddls for our-
selves. Doctor, we confess frankly, we give
it np.
Then follows the following enlivening sketoh
of our condition: ‘“With high rents, extrava-
gant prices of ordinary living, and with great
depression in all the varied industrisl pur-
suits of the country, we cannot resist the con-
viction that there is something in the manage-
ment of our affairs that demands reform and
change.”
In thia the Dootor and the Republican party
perfectly agree. The conntry does demand a
change, we only diffor as to what change is
required. We may as well add here that we
use the term “‘Doctor" for short, instead of
“National Union City Executive Committes."
It saves composition, and, as the terms are

epnonymont. it cannot matter muoch which
title is applied.

Lest, however, our renders should be so
oast down_ by the dreadful pioture presentad
as to seek in & more congenial clime restin
freedom, we would state that thé Doctor “‘is
not prepared to despair of the safety of the
Republic,’” but we grieve to add that he feels
himself “compelled to say that there is danger
and wreck in ounr future history unless the
great heart of the pation is invoked to action,
and the majesty of the people aroused to
asgert and defend our rights under a Consti-
tutional Government."’

Thus, just as we breathed freer, we are cast
back into the slough of despond. We would
casually remark that the Dootor's metaphors
are rather mixed., What with ‘“wrecks,”
“hﬂw,” ulnvoo.unm’n mdheing “ll.l'DuBBd."
we have no very clear picture of the kind of
danger to which we are to be subjected. It is
an open question whether it is & shoal or an
attack of pericarditis. ‘Then follows an ex-
tended description of the Constitution and the
working of our institutions, which are neither
very néw nor very well set forth. A tirade
against Congress is thrown in by wayof a
condiment. But all this is but a preface to
the *“‘statement of our purposes and objects.”

But we really
do not gee very clearly what the last “state-
ment' means, If it means anything, whioh
we resorve for future consideration, we sup-
pose that we must wait until the details wre
“referred to gt another time.”" In truth, the
address of the Dootor reminds one of the bar.
